This is tho title givon to an accoptod candidate, who has proparod hingolf 
according to tho law and has boon raisod to the socand stop in spiritual 
proparation, Thoro aro many grados of disciplos, Tho lessor disciplos 
study at tho foot cf roro oxaltod disciples, and tho highor disciplos gain 
thoir wisdon fron tho lovor grados of Wastora, In India tho disciplos are 
callod "cholas," end aro on tho socond stop of tho order of lay brothron, 
Tho koy to disciploship ie "continuity", amd tho ability to romin with a 
task until it is accorplishod, Tho poriods cf disciploship vary in longth, 
but thoy aro always a considerable number of yoors, fron two to thirty. 
Pythagoras donandod fivo yorrs' discipleship, which nust bo spont without 
spozking, that tho disciplo might loarn to hold his tonguo. Tho highor 
disciplos cro privilogod to pase consciously into thc invisiblo worlds with 
thoir teachers and study tho nystorios of nature at first hand on tho astral 
plam.
